FIRST DAYS PROCEEDINGS 

Wednesday, January 24th, Conference convened at 9:00 a. 
nt. in Asbury Methodist Episcopal Church, Franklin, La., Dr. 
C. M. Melden, D. D., LL. D., Presiding, who was appointed by 
the bishop R. E. Jones, D. D., LL. D., resident bishop of the 
New Orleans Area, who was of necessity forced to be absent. 

The sacran^ent of the Lord's Supper was adnlinistered by the 
President, the District Superintendents and the Secretary. 

The secretary of the conference called the roll and all answer- 
ed to their names excepting the following: Richmond Brown, at 
school; Thomas J. Bridgett, I. C. Dougherty, L. L. Green, David 
Harrisson, John L. Jackson, at school;' Robert Jones, J. H. C.

Organization 

The statistician, L. H. Smith and the treasurer, J. O. Brown, 
with their assistants having been previously elected for the 
year 1923, W. S. Chinn with a very comiplimentary address nomi- 
nated J. A. Lindsay as secretary of the conference. There being 
no other nomiinees, he was unanimously elected and his as- 
sistants, W. H. Jones, S. S. Earles, R. F. Long and Arthur 
Booker were confirmed. R. F. Long and E. W. J. Sorrel were 
elected reporters to the Secular papers. On motion of W. J. 
M. Price, Prof. R. H. McAllister, Business Manager of the 
Southwestern Christian Advocate was elected reporter to the 
Religious papers. C. W. Reeves was nonninated and elected 
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Railroad secretary by acclamiation. C. D. C. Bryant was nomi- 
nated conference postm\aster and elected by acclamation. On 
motion, of W. L. Dyas, the bar of the conference was fixed to 
extend to the outer end of the fourth window. 

On motion of W. S. Chinn the printed programme was miade 
the official programme. 

On m'otion of Valcour Chapman the conference confirmied 
the appointment of Dr. C. M. Melden, D. D., LL. D., President 
of the New Orleans University, as President of the Louisiana 
Annual Conference during the absence of the Bishop. 

On m,otion of R. F. Long, the hour of conference was fixed 
from' 9:00 a. m. to 12:00 ml The president then introduced 
attorney R. N. Bauer who came to welcom'^ the conference to 
the privileges of the city on behalf of the mayor, C. Lauve, who 
was* unable to attend. On motion of W. S. Chinn a vote of 
thanks was tendered the Hon. R. N. Bauer, attorney, for his 
words of welcome and encouragement. 

The president responded with a suitable address appreciating 
the hearty welcome extended. 

Mrs. Bertha Reason then delivered the welcome address on 
behalf of the church. Rev. A. B. Evans, D. D., Lit. D., pastor of 
the St. James A. M. E. Church, Franklin, La., dehvered the wel- 
come address on behalf of his denomination. 

Rev. James A. William? responded to the address in a very 
befitting way reflecting credit on himself and the wisdom of 
the con>niittee in selecting him to perform said duty. The 
vested choir of Asbury M. E. Church accompanied with the 
talented pianist. Miss Wildred Defils, and Violinist James 
Robinson, rendered inspirational selections after each address. 

Rev. J. E. Rolax, District Superintendent, of the Shreveport 
District, read the list of the standing committees, (See list), 
which was confirmed. On motion of T. F. Robinson, a com- 
mittee on the Episcopal residence was appointed by a vote of 
57 for and 34 against, to be appointed by the District Superin- 
tendents. 

On motion of W. S. Chinn, the order of the day, Friday, Janu- 
ary 26th, 10:00 a. m., be the discussion of the minute money.

She showed that at the St. Paul 
meeting there were only two colored Deaconess present and 
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twenty-five white Deaconess; in Providence, R. I., there were 
about 30 Deaconesses present and the samfe two colored. Sis- 
ter Turner then turned to the work of the W. H. M. Society, 
saying that she wanted to serve. She showed that it takes en- 
couragem'ent, patience and the religion of the Lord and Saviour 
Jesus Christ in our souls to do this great work. She eniphasized 
the fact that we must learn that HARD lesson of loving our 
enemies, saying that it is easy to love those who love us, but 
that it is hard to love our enemies, which we MUST DO, if we 
are to be children of the King. She urged that when evil get 
in our way to get on our knees and pray God to move the evil. 
She said that it is a struggle in Louisiana to have a W. H. M. 
Society and an Epworth League; that it was a greater struggle 
to keep one alive AFTER IT HAS BEEN organized. She said, 
''I ask you all to stand by us in the name of the Lord. We are 
submarines. For three years we have made good. To-day we 
are on the honor roll at the headquarters. We have raised up- 
wards of $2,000. 

The Rev. B. J. Reddix, of New Orleans, was now introduced 
who spoke on the need of the Deaconess work in Louisiana! He 
also urged the ministers to stand by the W. H. M. S. in this 
state as never before. Sister G. A. Payne was next introduced 
and spoke on the ways and means of getting into touch with the 
powers that be, and how to operate. Showing some things 
which will be required of a Deaconess. Saying that first she 
must be a consecrated woman, called and sent out by God. She 
showed how the Andrews and Peters' suppers used to be given 
ii) New Orleans by ladies sonxe years ago. Dr. .Reeves now 
brought this m'eeting to a close by singing, "Must Jesus Bear 
the Cross Alone," and turned the meeting over to the Wom^ans 
Hom^e Missionary Society. 



A session of the W. H. M. Society— 4:30 p. m. 

The W. H. M. Society convened with Sister Amelia Turner 
in the chair. The chairman called Sister Roxanna Moore to 
the alter to conduct the devotional exercises. She sang, "And 
are w: Yet Alive." Prayer Rev. D. H. Taylor. Singing, "Just 
over in the Glory Land." The president at this tinte called upon 
Sister Lee, president, of the W'. H. M. Society, of St. Marks M. 
E. Church, of Opelousas, who read a very helpful and interest- 
ing paper on the work of the W. H. M. Society. 

A trio was sung by sisters Cooper, Lang and Wilson, "Beauti- 
ful Isles of Son^ewhere." Sister E. M. Harris, of Washington, 
secretary of the Mite box, was called upon. Sister Harris mado
